WELL USED MACHINE. 


London, ‘May 24.: 

Miss Amy Johnson reached Port 
Darwin, Australia, to-day having 
safely covered the dangerous five 
hundred miles stage across the 
sea from Atambua. She left Croy- 
don on May 5.and has thus com- 
pleted in twenty days a wonderful 
solo flight of approximately ten 
thousand four hundred miles over 
a route which presented almost 


Jevery variety of difficulty which 


‘an aviator can encounter includ- 
ing fog, tropical rain, storms, 
snowcapped mountain ranges, arid 
deserts ‘and long sea flights. — 

Aeroplanes from Port Darwin 
went out to meet her this morning 
and'‘escorted her to the landing 
ground where she ‘received -a 
tremendous ovation from. huge 
crowds. News of her safe arrival 
caused enormous satisfaction here 
not the least in Hull where her. 
parents: live. 


Her First Ambition. 


Amy Johnson ‘is’ twenty-two 
years of age and she took her first 
flying lesson eighteen months ago. 
After leaving Sheffield University, 
where she obtained the Bachelor of 
Arta degree, she took up secretarial 


| work in the office of a London soli- 


citor, A visit to Stag Lane Aero- 
drome aroused ambitions to fly, and 
she arranged to have lessons, show- 
ing-from the first a remarkable 
aptitude. 

Not content with obtaining a 
pilot’s licence, she atudied engineer- 
ing and was the first airwoman to 
become a qualified ground engineer. 

Her longest flight before the one 
just completed was from London 
to her native town of Hull, a dis- 
tance of 147 miles, and her actual 
flying life was only ninety hours. 


Father Buys Plane. 


Consequently when she’ conceived 
the idea of flying ‘to, Australia, the 
experts she approached for advice 
and assistance mostly provided dis- 
couragements and warnings. 

She was so persistent, . however,” 
that her father enabled her to buy. 
a secondhand machine some years 
old in which Captain Hope, the 
well-known airman, had already 
flown thirty-five thousand miles: in 
Africa and elsewhere. It was 
a good machine, however, of the 
famous de Havilland Moth light 
type with a 100 horse power Gipsy 


‘éngine, 


Finally, oil and pelea companies, 
probably more out of good nature 
than in any expectation she would 
get that far, promised to help along 
the route, 

Thus on May 5, with a spare pro- 
peller strapped on her little ma- 
chine and with the passenger's seat 
filled with extra petrol storage, she 
waved her hand to her father and 
set off alone. for Australia.

LORD DAVIDSON. 


OCCURS IN HIS 
SLEEP. 


. _ London, May. 26. . 
The death hag occurred. of, the 
former Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Lord Davidson. mo : . 
He died in his sleep at 1.05 p.m., 
having been unconscious for the 
great part of the day. His aged 
wife sat up all the previoua night 
at his bedside and she, together 
with his physician, Sir Thomas 
Barlow, who was the Archbishop's 
close friend, was' with him at the 
end. The present Archbishop 
was.a, constant: visitor. 
' Randall Thomas Davidson was 
born in Edinburgh in’ April -1848. 
He was educated at Harrow and 
‘Trinity. College, Oxford, where he 
studied theology. Entering the 
church, |he was appointed to .a 
curacy at Dartford, Kent, in 1874. 
There he attracted the attention of 
Archbishop Tait,.. who Jin. 1877 
made him hia’ secretary. When 
Archbishop Tait died in 1882, 
‘| Lord Davidson acted as secretary 
to his successor, Archbishop Ben- 
‘gon. In 1883 ‘he became Dean of 
‘Windsor and domestic chaplain, to 
Queen Victoria, “He was appoint- 
ed Bishop of Rochester in 189) 
and ‘transferred to the See of Win- 
chester in 1895.: At the same 
time he was Clerk of the Closet to 
_} Queen Victoria and’ subsequently 
. {to Edward VIL. ‘His :adyice on 
State , matters - .was.’ constantly 
sought by the ‘former and greatly 
valued: : a ht 
‘| Binally, in .1903. he’ became 
Archbishop of Canterbury, return- 
ing to Lambeth Palace where he 
had spent - the early days:of his 
career and whence,in 1878 he had 
taken his wife, a daughter of Arch-| 
bishop Tait, whose life he wrote. '

of the English © Church the Arch- 
bishop acquired a reputation as a 
skilful; far-sighted and_ courtly 
eccles{astical diplomatiat..

The Kuominehun Divisional 
Commanders, including Generals 
Sun Liang-sing, Sung Chih-ynan, 
Peng Ping-hsuan, Sun Lin-chung, 
Chang Wai-sai, Liu Yuemin have 
received instructions from Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsiang ordering them to 
mobilise in Honan and Shensi with 
Tangshan as the first objective. ¢ 


Fighting in Shantung. 


With the: launching of a 
Kuominchun counter-attack — in 
Honan; fighting between the oppo- 
sing armies is expected to break 
aut very .goon in Shantung Pro- 
vince. The Nationalist © Officer 
commanding the Shantuny troops, 
General Han Fu-chu, who return- 
ed to Tsinanfu yesterday, told 
Chiriexe newspaper — correspon- 
dents that his troops encountered 


General Han Fu-chu 
expressed confidence in his army 
in scoring ‘the final victory over 
the insurgents, :

advanced to as far as the suburbs 
of Kaifeng, which is the capital 
of Honan. : 

The attacks against Kaifeng 
ure expected lo commence 
some time this evening, when the 
Nationalist treops will, meet for 
the first time the so-called picked 
army under General Sun Liang- 
sing, the Officer commanding — the 
First. Kuominchun Army. Con- 
sideqable apprehension — is felt 
among the Kuominchun ‘comman- 
ders concerning the safety of 
Chengchow, which will probably 
be the last of the ‘Kuominchun 
strongholds in Honan.
